Supplementary Information on Animals Assigned to Category E 


RTI conducted a range-finding study for a compound being tested for developmental 
toxicity for a government client. No previous studies were found in the literature for this 
compound applied topically (the route of exposure to humans) in animal models. 

Six doses were employed in the dose range-finding study administered topically to 
pregnant rabbits from gestational day (gd) six through 29 with eight does assigned to each dose 
group. The protocol stated that if 50% (four) or more does in a given dose group died or were 
euthanized moribund, the remaining does in that group would be euthanized. 

Seven does in the high dose group were found dead or sacrificed moribund on gd 10 due 
to the toxicity of the compound and the remaining three were euthanized due to excess mortality 
in that group. One doe in the next to the high dose group was found dead and four were 
sacrificed moribund by gestational day 11; therefore, the remaining does were euthanized due to 
excess mortality in that group. Four does in the mid-dose group were found dead by gestational 
day 14 and the remaining four does were euthanized due to excess mortality in that group. 

No adverse toxic effects of the test chemical were seen in any does in the definitive study 
conducted in two replicates with 120 total females assigned to five dose groups (24 per group), 
and doses below the top three dose levels employed in the range-finding study.

The goal of this study is to produce a vaccine against the porcine reproductive and 
respiratory syndrome virus (PRRSV). To determine if a vaccine is effective, it is 
necessary to use a model of the disease. Animals are vaccinated, and then iitfected and 
the severity of their symptoms compared with unvaccinated animals. In these 
experiments, a dose of PRRSV was injected to produce a mild disease. The piglets 
experienced fever, loss of appetite, listlessness and depression for a period of 3-7 days. 
After this time period the symptoms disappeared and the animals’ health returned.

Providing medicines to relieve pain and/or distress would prevent us from observing the 
effects of the virus in unvaccinated animals. As a result, we would be unable to 
determine the effectiveness of our vaccine. We arrived at this conclusion by reviewing 
the scientific literature on PRRSV and the action of analgesic medicines.

Neonatal calves are orally inoculated with 10 oocysts of Cryptosporidium parvum 
inorder to produce a mild diarrhea to study specific treatments to enhance repair of the 
intestinal damage done by this organism.

C. parvum is the most common cause of diarrhea in the neonatal bovine worldwide and is 
a major cause of mortality in young calves. Inorder to evaluate the affects of our 
treatments in reducing diarrhea and the damage to ileal tissue, no therapeutic agents 
should be given to the animal to alleviate pain, which if present, is minimal. This would 
obscure the purpose of this study by altering the disease state significantly and may in 
• fact increase the severity of the disease.

Explanation of Animals Listed in Coliunn E of this Report 


The 26 dogs listed in Column E for this reporting year are assigned to a study that 
involves transection of the cranial cruciate ligament. The purpose of the study is to create 
an inflammatory disease model, which will be used to test new compounds developed for 
the treatment of osteoarthritis. Even though analgesics are administered immediately post 
operatively these will be discontinued within 24 hours after the surgery. Administering 
analgesics may interfere with the disease course because pain level changes are 
associated with neurological and endocrinological changes that affect the inflammatory 
process. Administration of test compound begins at 4-7 days post op with dogs being 
placed in a structured exercise program (pre-acclimated prior to surgery) at 7 days post 
op. 

The Veterinarians and lACUC feel that these dogs potentially experienced “more than 
slight or momentary pain or distress”, as defined in the Animal Welfare Act. Even though 
additional analgesics are not provided, the dogs are monitored by the Veterinarian and the 
scientist for such clinical signs as weight loss, inappetance, inability or unwillingness to 
use the affected limb, etc. which would be indicative of a need to potentially euthanize a 
given dog.
